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FOHEWOBD 


Previous  issues  of  this  directory  have  carried  the  title  of 
"Branch  Office  Directory."  It  will  be  noted,  however,  that  the 
current  directory  has  been  issued  under  the  title  of  "Field  Office 
Directory."  This  change  is  brought  about  by  a change  in  terminology 
of  our  various  field  activities.  Administrative  Memorandum  No.  240, 
dated  June  15,  1940,  defines  a "Field  Office"  as  "an  administrative 
field  entity  located  at  one  point  and  occupying  office  space  out  of 
which  the  business  of  the  field  activity  is  conducted  and  in  which 
contacts  are  handled  with  members  of  the  trade  and  others  having  * 
business  with  the  local,  unit."  Some  of  these  field  offices  may  be 
operated  on  a cooperative  basis,  some  on  a seasonal  basis,  and  others 
for  a temporary  period*  All  such  "Field  Offices"  are  included  in  the 
current  directory. 

Administrative  Memorandum  No.  240  defines  a "Field  Station"  as 
"a  technical  field  operating  entity  that  does  not  maintain  or  require 
the  occupancy  of  space,  but  merely  contemplates  a point  where  tech- 
nical work  is  conducted."  Field  Stations  are  not  included  in  this 
directory,  but  a list  of  cities  where  field  stations,  both  permanent 
and  temporary  are  located,  is  included. 

It  is  proposed  to  maintain  the  new  Field  Office  Directory  as 
up  to  date  as  possible  through  the  issuance  of  monthly  lists  of 
changes.  It  is  hoped  that  persons  using  this  directory  will  make 
the  necessary  changes  as  reported  in  the  monthly  lists. 

The  present  official  designations  of  the  various  Divisions 
and  Sections  of  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  are  indicated  in 
this  issue  of  the  Field  Office  Directory,  as  well  as  the  recognized 
official  addresses  of  our  various  field  offices.  The  Divisional 
terminology  and  official  addresses  indicated  herein  shall  be  used  in 
all  official  contacts  and  communications  throughout  the  Service.
